Asbestos  Work  Concludes 
As  School  Term  Opens

The  issue  of  a  Seventh  and  Townsend 
stadium  on  the  city's  November  3  ballot 
may  be  shaping  up  to  be  a  David  and  Go- 
liath battle,  but  stadium  opponents  from 
ail  over  the  city  are  joining  concerned 
Potrero  Hill  residents  in  stocking  their 
political  slingshots  for  the  fight. 

What  is  expected  to  be  an  emotional 
campaign  for  the  stadium  -  with  threats 
that  the  Giants  may  leave  the  city  if  the 
measure  is  not  approved  -  will  also  be  an 
extremely  well  funded  one.  An  August  11 
meeting  of  top  corporate  representatives 
in  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein's  office  -  at 
which  multimillionaire  Giants  owner  Bob 
Lurie  was  present  -  reportedly  pledged  to 

r„j"se     ''If  Cor  the  pro-stadiiitii  effort, 

Uui  o  emouonal  appeals,  the 

vote  on  Uic  measure  -  Prop.  W  on  a 
crowded  municipal  ballot  -  may  ultimate- 
ly come  down  to  the  question  of  cost. 

The  proposition  is  worded  cagily.  and 
purports  to  deliver  what  is  essentially  a 
freebie  to  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco. 
It  reads:  "Shall  a  ballpark  be  built  at  7th 
and  Townsend  on  land  at  no  cost  to  the 
City  with  no  increases  in  taxes  and  all 
debt  repaid  with  non-tax  money?" 

But  one  argument  in  the  ballot  hand- 
book points  out  that  the  Giants  have  ad- 
mitted the  stadium  will  depend  on  hotel 
tax  funds  and  that  tax  money  must  be 
used  for  traffic  planning  and  control,  in- 
creased Muni  lines  and  new  roads.  City 
credit  ratings,  stadium  opponents  point 
out,  could  suffer  if  any  problems  arise 
even  with  industrial  or  revenue  bonds. 
That  could  increase  the  interest  the  city 
would  have  to  pay  on  any  public  bonds 
that  were  issued  in  the  future. 

Although  Feinstein  had  been  seeking 
major  stadium  funding  commitments 
from  potential  concessionaires  for  the 
site,  no  firm  agreements  have  been 
reached. 

Such  citywide  organizations  as  the 
Coalition  of  San  Francisco  and  Neigh- 
borhoods and  San  Francisco  Tomorrow 
have  noted  that  with  little  public  trans- 
portation serving  the  area  and  parking 
estimates  vastly  overrated,  gjridlock 
would  become  virtually  unmanageable. 

The  stadium  land  -  offered  by  devel- 
oper Santa  Fe  Pacific  for  $1  per  year  on 
8  66-year-lease  -  is  tied  to  agreement 
between  the  city  and  the  developer  on 
the  massive,  300-acre  Mission  Bay  pro- 
ject proposed  for  the  area  at  the  foot  of 
Potrero  Hill. 

The  stadium  would  be  one  long  block 
from  housing  planned  for  Mission  Bay, 
and  many  stadium  opponents  have  ques- 
tioned whether  anyone  would  either  live 
in  or  build  housing  in  an  area  directly  in 
the  stadium  loudspeaker's  path. 

The  measure  was  placed  on  the  ballot 
through  an  eleventh-hour  effort  -  osten- 
sibly by  Giants  representatives  -  to  get 
the  signatures  of  seven  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  Those  signing 
were  Board  President  Nancy  Walker; 
Jim  Gonzales;  Tom  Hsieh;  Willie  Ken- 


nedy; Wendy  Nelder;  Carol  Ruth  Silver 
and  Doris  Ward.  Supervisors  Richard 
Hongisto  and  Bill  Maher  have  stated 
their  opposition  to  a  Seventh  and  Town- 
send  stadium. 

With  Feinstein  pulling  out  all  stops  in 
her  campaign  to  mobilize  stadium  sup- 
port, many  are  questioning  just  how 
much  objective  information  the  city  will 
make  available  to  voters  before  the  No- 
vember 3  ballot. 

Although  the  Planning  Dept.  is  cur- 
rently preparing  an  Environmental  Im- 
pact statement  on  Mission  Bay,  it  will 
not  include  a  major  study  of  the  sta- 
dium's effects  on  the  project,  and  it  is 
not  slated  for  release  until  after  the 
vote. 

And,  although  two  San  Francisco  sca- 
venger companies  donated  $50,000  to 
fund  an  independent  stadium  study,  the 
money  wasn't  used.  The  city  decided  in- 
stead to  let  the  Harvey  Rose  Account- 
ancy Corp.  -  a  group  on  retainer  with 
the  city  -  examine  the  pluses  and  minus- 
es of  a  stadium  at  several  sites. 

Although  this  study,  which  has  been  in 
the  works  for  more  than  half  a  year, 
isn't  finished,  the  San  Francisco  Business 
Times  reports  the  study  already  shows 
Seventh  and  Townsend  to  be  "an  inferior 
site." 

It  is  unlikely  that  Feinstein  will  push 
for  such  a  study's  completion  and  re- 
lease. Stadium  opponents,  however,  in- 
tend to  make  sure  the  city's  voters  have 
as  much  information  as  possible  before 
they  go  to  the  polls  on  November  3.

Despite  a  late  start  in  removing  as- 
bestos at  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School 
(PUMS)  this  summer,  completion  of  the 
work  was  slated  by  the  end  of  August, 
so  school  can  open  for  the  full  semester 
Sept.  9. 

When  the  school  district  found  the 
worst  cases  of  asbestos  located  in  the 
McAteer  High  and  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School,  the  Board  of  Education  voted  to 
begin  removal  of  the  hazardous  material 
at  the  Middle  School  this  summer,  and  to 
get  the  McAteer  facility  cleaned  up  this 
summer  and  the  next. 

Angered  McAteer  parents,  faculty  and 
students  demanded  their  school  be  closed 
as  well,  and  that  work  should  begin  im- 
mediately and  continue  until  the  asbestos 
was  totally  removed.  They  also  insisted 
that  the  entire  McAteer  administration, 
faculty  and  students  be  moved  into  one 
location.  In  an  apparent  move  to  appease 
the  McAteer  forces,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Ramon  Cortines  assigned  a  most- 
ly McAteer  committee  to  review  his  op- 
tions for  the  school's  relocation. 

One  of  those  options  included  reassign- 
ing the  PHMS  faculty  and  student  body  to 
other  schools,  and  moving  McAteer  into 


the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  and  Patrick  Hen- 
ry Elementary  Schools. 

With  the  school  opening  date  coming  up 
after  Labor  Day,  Cortines  has  finally  ar- 
ranged for  the  McAteer  student  body  to 
occupy  the  James  Lick  Middle  School, 
thereby  scattering  that  school's  faculty 
and  students  to  other  schools,  including 
the  Hill's  Middle  School. 

But,  at  View  presstime,  a  National 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People's  suit  in  Federal  Court 
has  temporarily  halted  the  entire  Mc- 
Ateer -  and  therefore  the  Lick  -  move. 

Before  any  school  program  can  begin 
functioning  at  the  PHMS  however,  a 
final  decision  on  whether  all  asbestos  has 
been  removed  from  the  area  will  be  made 
by  John  Jazegmanin,  District  Project 
Manager  for  the  SFUSD.  Jazegmanin 
told  the  View  that  Occupational  Healtli 
Hnd  Safety  inspectors  visit  the  site 
■  egularly,  and  that  members  of  the  En- 
vironmental Protection  and  Air  Quality 
Control  Agencies  have  inspected  the  re- 
moval work.  "This  is  probably  the  job 
most  watched"  of  all  asbestos  work  in 
the  district,  Jazegmanin  said.  "There  are 
very  delicate  checks  and  balances,"  he 
continued,  "and  we  closely  monitor  the 
job,  and  the  reports  from  the  forensic  lab 
that  take  samples  from  the  site."

Missouri  Fight  Goes  On 

Although  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  would  like  San  Franciscans  to  believe  the  narrow 
vote  approving  her  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Navy  has  ended  the  fight 
against  homeporting  the  U.S.S.  Missouri  and  its  accompanying  warships,  the  fight  is 
far  from  over. 

The  recent  revelation  of  a  Navy  memo  allegedly  covering  up  evidence  of  asbestos 
contamination  at  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  has  simply  increased  the  determination 
of  many  Bay  Area  environmentalists  and  peace  groups  to  fight  the  homeporting  with 
the  many  other  avenues  available  to  us. 

The  Western  States  Legal  Foundation  is  challenging  what  they  charge  are  gross  in- 
adequacies in  the  Navy's  Final  Environmental  Impact  statement.  After  a  thorough  re- 
view of  the  Navy's  public  and  internal  planning  documents  obtained  through  the  Free- 
dom of  Information  Act,  Western  States  has  revealed  the  homeporting  of  the  Missouri 
wilJ  involve  as  many  as  16  additional  warships. 

In  order  to  pursue  this  crucial  legal  challenge,  Western  States  needs  financial  sup- 
port.

And  although  the  most  dramatic  arena  of  debate  over  the  Missouri  homeporting  in 
recent  months  was  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  ultimately  it  will  be  in  the 
halls  of  Congress  where  the  issue  is  finally  resolved. 

Oakland-Berkeley  Congressman  Ron  Dellums,  a  key  member  of  the  House  Armed 
Services  Committee,  has  already  voted  to  slow  homeporting  funds,  and  he  reacted  to 
the  alleged  asbestos  coverup  memo  by  suggesting  that  "the  time  has  come  to  step 
back  and  take  a  more  thorough  look  at  all  of  the  components  of  the  Navy's  strategic 
homeporting  plans."  Until  these  issues  are  resolved,  DeUums  believes  that  "Congress 
certainly  should  resist  any  further  requests  by  the  Navy  to  authorize  funds  for  the 
homeporting  project." 

Dellums  is  not  alone  in  his  belief.  San  Francisco  Representative  Barbara  Boxer  has 
stressed  her  opposition  to  the  homeporting,  and  even  such  a  well-known  conservative 
as  Barry  Goldwater  has  labeled  the  entire  homeporting  program  little  more  than  pork- 
barrel  politics. 

Letters  of  encouragement  to  Dellums,  as  well  as  letters  to  Boxer  and  Rep.  Nancy 
Pelosi  slating  continued  opposition  to  the  homeporting,  cannot  help  but  be  effective. 

And  in  November,  San  Francisco's  voters  will  be  able  to  cast  a  vote  that  could  pro- 
vide an  additional  legal  challenge  to  the  homeporting.  Proposition  U  would  declare 
San  Francisco  a  nuclear-free  zone.  Although  the  full  legal  weight  of  such  a  policy 
statement  is  unclear,  it  could  provide  an  additional  avenue  to  continue  the  fight 
against  the  toxic  and  nuclear  dangers  many  San  Franciscans  believe  homeporting 
would  bring.

Thus  began  a  story  on  the  front 
page  of  the  September,  1976  VIEW. 

The  VIEW  noted  that  Mark  Saito  of  the  development  firm  emphasized  that  his  project 
would  stress  "three  bedroom  and  four  bedroom  units  selling  for  $55,000  to  $60,000." 
The  MIDPAC  development  didn't  make  it.  Barrett  Corp.  developed  the  former  site  of 
federally  subsidized  housing,  and  now  we  have  ParkView  Heights.  (Is  anyone  else  ir- 
ritated by  that  meaningless  name?  There  isn't  a  park  within  view  of  the  development. 
Why  no  allusion  to  the  Potrero  Hill  location?)

The  Last  Hoorahs,  a  group  that  still  bills  itself  as  "a  vintage  cheering  group,"  enter- 
tained at  the  Neighborhood  House  during  a  senior  citizens'  luncheon.  The  front  page 
VIEW  photo  shows  the  group  (resplendent  in  white  majorette  boots,  short  skirts,  team 
sweaters)  raising  their  pompons  high.

Lifet  ime  Hill  resident  Evelyn  Ferranti  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  assistant  manager 
at  Bay  View  Federal  Savings'  Mission  District  branch  ...  Art  Agnos  had  a  letter  in 
the  Letters  to  the  Editor  section  thanking  Hill  residents  for  the  part  they  played  in 
persuading  then-Supervisor  Dianne  Feinstein  to  abandon  her  plans  to  "put  all  pornog- 
raphy business  in  our  neighborhood"  ...  The  California  Department  of  Highways  and 
Transportation  was  designing  a  14-foot  masonry  barrier  for  the  cliff  edge  off  San  Bru- 
no Avenue  between  18th  and  19th  Streets.  Caltrans  felt  it  was  needed  to  abate  free- 
way noise,  but  24  residents  of  the  600  block  of  San  Bruno  felt  it  would  "severely  re- 
duce the  quality  of  life."

'We'd  Be  Most  Powerful 


District  in  the  City 


YOU  MUST  BE  ELECTED  FROM  AND 
RESPONSIBLE  TO  THE  VOTERS  IN 
YOUR  DISTRICT!  Sound  familiar?  It 
should  be!  It's  one  of  the  basic  tenets  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

My  reasons  for  supporting  district 
elections  are  simple  and  straightforward. 
From  my  past  experience  in  local  elec- 
tions, I  know  that  (1)  district  election  of 
supervisors  encourages  more  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  political  process  -  more 
excitement  and  involvement  from  new 
candidates,  new  volunteers,  new  voters 
and  a  better  informed  electorate;  (2) 
district  elections  can  provide  some 
means  of  accountability  for  elected  rep- 
resentatives -  their  political  futures  de- 
pend on  their  responsiveness  in  the  dis- 
trict; and  (3)  district  elections  help  re- 
duce the  amount  of  money  needed  to 
wage  a  campaign  because  it  is  a  smaller 
and  more  personally  manageable  area. 

Stop  and  think  about  what  we  have 
now.  More  and  more  people  these  days 
do  not  even  vote.  Elections  come  and 
go  -  issues  seem  to  matter  less  and  less. 

This  is  a  pitiful  state  of  affairs  for  a 
democracy.  Major  questions  center  on 
who  can  afford  to  run;  who  gave  what  to 
whom:  and  who  has  the  mega-bucks  for 
the  high-tech  campaign  managers,  the 
media  and  the  mailers.  Sure,  each  can- 
didate spends  as  much  as  she/he  wants  to 
spend,  but  it's  odd  that  it's  usually  the 
one  who  spends  the  most  who  wins. 

On  the  other  hand,  district  elections 
bring  politics  closer  to  home  and  people 
seem  to  care  about  issues  and  candidates 
that  they  know.  Looking  back,  Potrero 
Hill  was  a  beehive  of  political  activity 


when  there  was  district  election  of  sup- 
ervisors. The  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School 
was  jammed  with  people  listening  to  the 
various  candidates  and  their  positions. 
Voter  turnout  was  significantly  higher. 

Most  of  us  working  in  the  campaign 
for  district  elections  feel  this  increased 
participation  in  our  democratic  process 
is  essential  to  a  healthy  democracy.  The 
important  questions  are  the  issues  them- 
selves and  the  candidates'  positions  on 
those  issues.  Who  cares  about  neighbor- 
hood concerns,  small  business  problems, 
housing  and  jobs?  Everyone  says  they 
do.  However,  we  have  seen  that  at-Iarge 
supervisors  can  address  general  prob- 
lems with  general  solutions,  but  district 
elected  supervisors  can  bring  specific 
solutions  to  local  problems  and  imple- 
ment them  to  serve  the  city  as  a  whole. 

District  Seven  could  potentially  be 
the  most  powerful  district  in  the  City  - 
with  the  Waterfront  development,  the 
future  of  Mission  Bay,  and  of  course, 
Bay  View/Hunters  Point.  We  need  a 
supervisor  who  knows  the  intricacies, 
the  people  and  the  problems  of  such  a 
diverse  community,  not  a  Mayor's  ap- 
pointee or  a  transplant  from  St.  Francis 
Woods.  District  Elections  by  itself  will 
not  insure  that  this  candidate  comes 
forth  overnight,  but  it  is  the  only  pro- 
cess that  opens  up  the  arena  for  the 
highest  amount  of  participation  from 
candidates  and  voters  alike. 

Support  the  return  of  District  Elect- 
ion of  Supervisors  and  please  get  invol- 
ved. Strengthen  each  district  and  make 
the  whole  city  stronger.

ed  up  lUO  signatures.  Many  other  neign- 
borhood  volunteers  also  pitched  in. 

Hudiburgh  was  pleased  with  the  support 
of  Hill  residents  for  the  petition.  "Many 
people  feel  alienated  and  removed  from 
the  political  process  in  this  town,"  she 
said,  "District  elections  bring  the  pro- 
cess closer  to  home  so  people  feel  en- 
couraged to  get  involved." 

If  approved,  the  initiative  would 
change  the  way  supervisors  are  elected, 
creating  11  districts  with  one  supervisor 
from  each.  Currently,  board  members 
are  elected  citywide  and  represent  the 
entire  city. 

The  initiative  was  launched  by  a  coali- 
tion of  neighborhood  activists  and  organ- 
izations and  has  been  endorsed  by  more 
than  30  groups  around  the  city,  ranging 
from  the  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee  to  the  Sierra  Club  and  in- 
cluding all  of  the  city's  gay  Democratic 
clubs. 

Hudiburgh  plans  on  working  on  the 
campaign  and  encourages  other  Hill 
dwellers  to  get  in  touch  with  her  to  help 
out.

'We'd  Be  Just  a  Ripple 


In  the  Stream  of  Life 


Proponents  campaigning  for  District 
Elections  say  it  will  enhance  our  power 
at  City  Hall.  But  we  have  tried  it  and 
know  it  did  not  and  will  not.  If  your 
District  Supervisor  refuses  to  do  anything 
for  you,  you  have  no  recourse  but  to 
move  to  another  district  or  wait  and  hope 
the  next  election  will  replace  your  Sup- 
ervisor with  someone  more  agreeable. 

In  several  districts,  no  capable  candi- 
dates may  be  willing  to  run,  resulting  in 
mediocre  representation.  Remember 
candidates  who,  at  the  last  minute,  mov- 
ed their  residences  to  areas  where  they 
believed  their  chances  of  election  would 
be  assured.  Was  this  neighborhood  re- 
presentation? 

Under  the  District  Plan,  Potrero  Hill 
will  be  lost  in  boundaries  extending 
from  Chinatown  and  the  Golden  Gate- 
way, through  the  high  rises  of  the  Finan- 
cial and  Downtown  Districts,  the  Show- 
place  area,  on  to  Hunters  Point  and 
McLaren  Park,  and  including  the  Water- 
front and  the  Port.  There  is  no  way  one 
supervisor  can  fairly  or  adequately  re- 
present such  a  vast  area  with  all  the 
diversity  of  opinions,  races,  economics, 
housing,  businesses  and  professions. 

Almost  all  the  issues  argued  and  re- 
solved at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  af- 
fect all  of  us  throughout  the  City. 
There  are  few  problems  or  issues  con- 
fined to  isolated  segments  of  the  City. 
Those  few  problems  unique  to  a  neigh- 
borhood, are  voted  on  by  U  Board  mem- 
bers. People  are  much  better  off  seek- 
ing the  support  of  11  Supervisors  for 
their  cause,  rather  than  depending  on 
their  one  and  only  advocate  to  lobby  his 
colleagues.  Elected  officials  are  much 
more  responsive  to  the  voters  than  they 
are  to  a  fellow  Supervisor. 

District  Elections  breed  divisiveness 
and  create  hostilities.  Makes  people 
compete,  rather  than  unify  to  improve 
the  City.  District  Elections  prevent 


ethnic  and  lifestyle  minorities  who  live 
throughout  the  City  from  being  repre- 
sented on  the  Board. 

The  assumption  District  Elections 
would  lower  costs  is  not  valid.  Each 
candidate  spends  as  much  as  he  wants  to 
spend.  In  1980,  one  candidate  spent 
close  to  $100,000.  The  previous  District 
Elections  brought  us  an  enormous  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  City  government. 
Staff  salaries  and  size  were  increased 
and  then  the  Supervisors  increased  their 
own  salaries.  Under  District  Elections, 
each  Supervisor  would  be  primarily  re- 
sponsible for  only  one  eleventh  of  the 
City.  Because  their  territorial  duties 
would  be  reduced,  so  should  their  sal- 
aries be  decreased. 

Under  the  proposed  setup,  Potrero 
Hill  would  be  just  a  ripple  in  the  stream 
of  life.  Oppose  District  Elections.

Stack  Greets  80th  With 
Nicaraguan  Sports  Tour

When  you  run  across  the  Golden  Gale 
Bridge  every  day  pretty  much  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course,  then  perhaps  a  special  kind 
of  run  is  called  for  if  you  want  to  give 
yourself  a  birthday  present. 

For  Potrero  Hill  resident  Walter  Stack, 
who  will  be  8U  (no,  that's  no  typographi- 
cal error)  this  month,  and  laughingly  de- 
scribes his  daily  bridge  run  as  "shuffling," 
that  special  run  took  place  this  summer 
hundreds  of  miles  from  home  -  in  Mana- 
gua, Nicaragua. 

A  lifelong  radical,  Stack  was  one  of 
10  Bay  Area  runners  who  represented 
Athletes  United  for  Peace  in  an  eight 
day  trip  to  Nicaragua  to  participate  in 
the  Walk  of  the  Replegue  and  the  related 
30  and  15  kilometer  runs.  Also  on  the 
delegation  were  world  class  runner  Rick 
Sayre  and  Sister  Marion  Irvine. 

In  addition  to  participating  in  the  22 
mile  walk  -  at  least  for  the  first  hour  - 
and  the  two  runs,  the  Athletes  United  for 
Peace  group  met  with  representatives  of 
12  different  Nicaraguan  sports  organiza- 
tions. "They  have  basketball  hoops  all 
over  the  parks  in  Managua,"  Stack  said 
of  that  nation's  capital.  "This  emphasis 
on  sports  didn't  really  exist  until  the  San- 
dinistas took  over." 

Their  visit  to  Nicaragua  took  place 
during  the  Iran-Contra  hearings,  amid 
attacks  by  Oliver  North  and  others  on 
the  Sandinista  government.  "Reagan  and 
North's  pronouncements  amount  to  a 
criminally  provocative  attack  upon  a 
neightwring  country,"  Stack  emphasized. 
"We  were  free  to  do  practice  runs  any- 
where, and  each  morning  before  break- 
fast we  went  out  in  groups  of  two  or 
three  for  five  miles  or  so  without  any  of 
us  ever  being  stopped  or  questioned." 

Perhaps  the  strongest  impression  from 
this  trip  -  his  first  visit  to  Nicaragua  - 
was  the  sharp  contrast  between  some  of 
the  poor  physical  conditions  of  the 
country  and  the  enthusiastic  spirit  of  the 
people. 

The  Nicaraguan  people.  Stack  pointed 
out,  "have  to  spend  the  bulk  of  their 


money  for  security  and  defense"  against 
the  U.S.  financed  contra  attacks.  The 
U.S.  embargo  against  any  export  of  tools, 
he  said,  "means  the  Nicaraguans  have 
practically  no  tools  to  fix  their  trucks  or 
buses,  and  wliat  few  buses  they  have  left 
that  aren't  waiting  for  parts  are  impossi- 
bly crowded." 

An  especially  impressive  demonstration 
of  the  spirit  of  the  Nicaraguan  people, 
Stack  said,  came  at  the  celebration  before 
the  Replegue  walk.  In  the  crowd  of  near- 
ly 75,000  people,  he  saw  several  dozen 
groups  forming  human  pyramids,  with 
"everybody  laughing  real  belly  laughs 
when  the  pile  finally  falls." 

Another  game  in  the  crowd,  he  noted, 
was  "men  tossing  women  way  up  in  the 
air,  and  bouncing  them  twice  before 
they're  caught."  Some  of  the  women, 
Stack  said,  "didn't  seem  to  think  that  was 
so  funny." 

In  addition  to  the  Nicaraguan  visit, 
which  took  place  in  late  June,  Athletes 
United  for  Peace  has  also  sponsored  in- 
ternational exchanges  and  peace  cere- 
monies at  various  marathons  and  meets, 
people-to-peop!p  delegations  to  the  Mos- 
cow International  Peace  Marathon  and 
international  conferences  on  peace 
through  sport. 

Among  local  athletes  who  have  sup- 
ported Athletes  United  projects  are  for- 
mer Warrior  coach  Al  Attles,  49ers 
Dwight  Clark,  Ronnie  Lotl  and  Bill  Ring, 
Stanford  quarterback  John  Paye  and  for- 
mer Raider  Gene  Upshaw,  now  director 
of  the  National  Football  League  Players 
Assn.  Former  49er  backup  quarterback 
Guy  Benjamin  is  director  of  Athletes 
United,  which  has  its  headquarters  at 
450  Harrison  St.,  San  Francisco  94105.

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Hill  Filmmakers  Premiere 
Waterfront  Documentary 


An  interest  in  the  waterfront  and  its 
workers  developed  as  students  at  San 
Fransisco  State,  led  Potrero  Hill  film- 
makers Berry  Minott  and  Doug  Weihnacht 
to  create  "Longshoremen  and  Automa- 
tion -  The  Changing  Face  of  the  Water- 
front," a  video  documentary  to  be  aired 
on  Labor  Day,  Sept.  7  at  7:30  p.m.  on 
KQED,  Channel  9. 

Described  as  a  "perceptive,  affection- 
ate, and  often  humorous  portrait,"  the 
30-minute  video  is  narrated  by  actor 
Ed  Asner  and  traces  the  development  of 
the  International  Longshoremen's  Ware- 
housemen's Union  (ILWU)  from  its  turbu- 
lent early  days  up  to  the  advent  and  im- 
pact of  containerization. 

Minott's  and  Weihnacht's  interest  in 
the  waterfront  sharpened  when  they 
worked  at  the  Connecticut  Central  res- 
taurant on  I7th  Street  (now  the  Jackdaw) 
and  became  acquainted  with  some  dock 
workers  who  frequented  the  establish- 


ment. It  was  then  they  decided  that  at 
least  one  aspect  of  the  ILWU  needed  to 
be  told. 

The  filmmakers  noted  that  strong 
bonds  of  camaraderie  and  pride  develop- 
ed among  the  longshoremen,  who  worked 
in  a  difficult  and  dangerous  occupation. 
"Longshoremen  and  Automation"  traces 
the  history  of  the  union  these  men  built 
out  of  the  struggles  of  the  famous  water- 
front strike  of  1934.  And  in  interviews 
with  active  and  retired  longshoremen, 
the  video  points  up  the  contrast  between 
"the  days  when  San  Francisco  was  a  port 
town"  and  the  present. 

The  creation  of  "Longshoremen  and 
Automation"  was  made  possible  by  a 
grant  from  the  National  Maritime  Mu- 
seum Assn.  and  with  the  help  of  Varietal 
Video  Co.  and  Western  Images  Co.  The 
video  documentary  was  included  in  the 
1987  "Best  of  California"  screening  at 
the  National  Educational  Film  Festival.

A  major,  event  of  the  new  year  will  be 
the  second  West  Coast  Women  and  The- 
atre Conference,  the  first  in  Northern 
California  since  1978.

Conference,  the  event  will  take  place 
at  the  S.F.  Unitarian  Church  Conference 
Center.  Among  the  issues  to  be  explored 
are:  the  dearth  of  women  in  positions  of 
artistic  control,  the  label  of  "feminist" 
which  can  limit  and  isolate  the  work  of 
women  artists;  the  persistence  of  exploi- 
tive plays  against  women  and  the  contin- 
uing gross  neglect  of  minority  women  in 
all  aspects  of  theatre.

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>  Medical  Notes  < 

Right  Attitude  as  Cure? 
It's  a  Simplistic  Answer

One  of  the  medical  notions  about 
which  I  am  increasingly  ambivalent  is  the 
role  of  positive  thinking  in  medicine.  On 
the  one  hand,  stress  does  seem  to  have  a 
role  in  sickness.  It  has  been  shown  that 
simply  doing  mental  arithmetic  can  trig- 
ger angina.  Charts  of  life  stresses,  which 
assign  points  to  the  death  of  a  spouse,  to 
the  loss  of  a  job,  to  moving,  etc.,  show 
that  above  a  certain  level,  one  is  much 
more  likely  to  get  heart  attacks,  cancers, 
ulcers  or  the  like. 

Norman  Cousins  wrote  a  book  about 
how  laugh  therapy  -  including  looking  at 
Marx  Brothers  movies  -  "helped  cure" 
his  arthritis.  People  with  cancer  and 
AIDS  are  sometimes  told  that  the  right 
attitude  can  help  cure  them.  I've  group- 
ed these  examples  from  the  more  accept- 
ed to  the  more  controversial,  from  ones 
where  the  mechanisms  are  clear  -  for 
example,  anxiety  raising  your  blood 
pressure  and  forcing  your  heart  to  work 
harder  -  to  those  that  are  far  less  clear. 
Much  of  this  approach  stems  from  the 
view  that  the  mind  and  body  are  one, 
with  the  mind  controlling  the  body  (and 
vice-versa!),  with  secretion  of  brain 
hormones  such  as  endorphins  that  affect 
one's  emotions  and  body  functions.  A 
great  deal  of  research  is  going  on  in  this 
area. 

There  is  another  side,  however.  A  re- 
cent medical  article  reports  on  a  study 
of  survival  in  breast  cancer  and  its  link 
to  psychological  factors.  No  relation 
was  found.  More  interesting  was  the  re- 
action of  the  cancer  patients  to  the  find- 
ing. Although  angry  that  they  could  not 
affect  their  course  with  their  mind- 


they  were  also  relieved  that  the  burden 
of  cure  was  lifted  from  them.  Think 
about  it:  if  you  can  cure  yourself  with 
your  mind,  and  yet  you  don't  get  better, 
then  there  must  be  something  wrong 
with  you. 

This  has  been  written  about  in  a  wond- 
erful book  by  Susan  Sontag  -  herself  a 
cancer  patient  -  called  "Illness  as  Meta- 
phor." She  describes  how  in  the  early 
19th  Century  tuberculosis  was  blamed  on 
personality  types,  lack  of  robustness, 
etc.  Only  later  was  it  discovered  that 
TB  was  caused  by  a  bacterium,  and  its 
spread  was  caused  by  starvation  and 
lack  of  housing  and  sanitation.  Politics 
and  economics  played  more  of  a  role 
than  psychology.  Cancer  too  is  often 
blamed  on  the  person  rather  than  on  ex- 
ternal factors  such  as  carcinogens,  vi- 
ruses, etc. 

My  own  belief  is  somewhere  in  be- 
tween. Yes,  personal  attitudes  and  ac- 
tions do  make  a  difference  -  clearly, 
by  quitting  smoking,  eating  less  fat,  etc. 
Every  patient  of  mine  knows  how  1  stress 
avoiding  the  risk  factors  for  heart  at- 
tacks, the  role  of  diet  and  so  on.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  is  only  so  much  one 
can  do.  When  I  see  one  of  my  poor  sick 
patients,  who  may  have  lived  right  all 
his  or  her  life  only  to  become  prema- 
turely ill,  I  feel  very  protective  when 
they  are  told  that  they  can  cure  them- 
selves just  by  their  attitude.  There  is  a 
big  cruel  world  out  there,  and  the  Book 
of  Job  was  written  for  a  reason. 

Finally,  a  personal  note  to  explain  the 
lack  of  columns  recently.  I  have  been 
spending  a  great  deal  of  time  with  my 
10-month-old  son,  enjoying  him  dis- 
covering the  world  and  his  own  powers. 
Many  of  you  know  how  wonderful  that 
is.

GARDEN  VIEW:  Plan  For 
Preventive  Maintenance

A  relatively  new  concept  in  maintain- 
ing the  healthy  garden  is  called  "inte- 
grated Pest  Management"  (IPM).  It  fo- 
cuses on  plant  vigor  as  a  primary  con- 
cern. Bv  skillfully  adjusting  water,  soil, 
nutrients  and  other  factors,  many  pest 
problems  can  be  minimized. 

The  basic  idea  is  that  if  a  plant  is 
healthy,  it  can  ward  off  pest  attacks  and 
reduce  the  need  for  pest  control  chem- 
icals. Most  gardens  wait  until  a  pest  in- 
vasion damages  the  plants  and  then  ap- 
ply pest  chemicals.  But  if  preventive 
care  of  the  plants  such  as  fertilizing, 
pruning  and  mulching  are  done,  it  redu- 
ces the  need  for  pesticides.  There  are 
four  principal  pest  control  options. 

The  first  is  biological.  Natural  ene- 
mies of  the  pests  need  to  be  protected. 
If  you  spray  pesticides  and  kill  the  natur- 
al pest  enemies,  you  wind  up  fighting 
the  battle  alone,  because  you  have  suc- 
ceeded in  killing  all  of  your  allies.  If 
possible, use  a  selective  pesticide  such  as 
Bacillus  Thuringiensis  for  caterpillars. 
It  affects  only  the  worm  and  does  not 
destroy  your  friends.  Use  insecticidal 
soaps  that  have  a  minimal  effect  on 
benificia!  predators.  Since  ants  protect 
and  nurse  aphids  and  scale,  applying  a 
sticky  substance  at  the  base  of  the 
plants  will  prevent  ants  from  guarding 


their  wards,  allowing  the  natural  preda- 
tors to  diminish  them. 

The  second  is  cultural  control.  Use 
pest-resistant  plants  where  possible, 
thin  rank  vegetation,  maintain  high  plant 
vigor,  and  prune  judiciously  at  the  proper 
season.  The  third  is  physical  control. 
This  includes  such  things  as  pruning  off 
tips  of  branches  hartxjring  caterpillars. 
Remove  tented  web-worms.  Remove 
dead  wood  from  plants,  as  dead  wood 
will  harbor  pest  breeding  and  resting 
places. 

The  fourth  is  insecticidal  control. 
When  other  preventive  methods  fail  and 
you  must  resort  to  pesticides,  use  only 
selective  natural  types,  such  as  pyre- 
thrums  or  insecticidal  soaps,  such  as 
Exclude. 

If  you  find  you  do  not  possess  the  skill, 
knowledge  or  the  energy  to  use  the 
techniques  described,  there  are  services 
available  in  the  community  to  help  you 
accomplish  this  "preventive"  care  and 
maintenance.  If  you  need  professional 
help  in  applying  these  concepts  to  your 
landscape  it's  nice  to  have  a  friend  in 
the  business.  Arbor  Vital  is  one  of  the 
companies  who  provide  this  1PM  concept 
in  their  maintenance  service  (see  article 
below.)

Tree  Care:  New  Approach 


Tree  care  in  any  urban  setting  has  al- 
ways been  the  major  cause  of  frustra- 
tion for  the  homeowner  and  landscape 
professional  alike.  Common  problems 
such  as  root  constriction  and  soil  com- 
paction from  sidewalk/roadway  con- 
struction, drought  stress,  environmental 
pollution  and  inadequate  nutrient  supply 
inhibit  the  tree's  natural  ability  to  adapt 
and  survive.  Given  these  limitations, 
the  life  of  the  tree  in  the  urban  land- 
scape is  relatively  short. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  problems  asso- 
ciated in  maintaining  healthy,  attrac- 
tive trees  are  even  greater  due  to  the 
unusual  climate  conditions  of  fog,  high 
winds  and  cool  temperatures.  Ornamen- 
tal trees,  as  well  as  native  species,  that 
are  introduced  to  the  landscape  are  of- 
ten unable  to  adapt  to  this  adversity  of 
environment  and  climate.  The  resulting 
stress  leaves  the  tree  open  to  a  number 
of  opportunistic  pest  problems;  many 
which  can  treaten  the  life  of  the  tree. 

Trees,  like  most  other  plants,  have 
the  ability  to  thrive  if  all  environmen- 
tal elements  that  influence  the  tree  are 
within  a  reasonable  range.  These  include 
a  proper  balance  and  supply  of  nutrients, 
enough  room  for  root  and  crown  develop- 
ment, favorable  temperatures,  good  soil 


and  sufficient  light  to  name  a  few.  When 
one  of  these  elements  is  limited,  the 
balance  is  disturbed  and  the  general 
health  of  the  tree  is  at  risk. 

Preventive  measures  to  reverse  de- 
clining health  allow  the  tree  to  provide 
its  own  first  line  of  defense  against  pest 
problems.  A  comprehensive  tree  care 
program  geared  toward  prevention  will 
significantly  reduce  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance and  the  use  of  pesticides. 

Sound  preventive  measures  would  in- 
clude yearly  deep  root  fertilization  and 
soil  aeration,  periodic  pruning  to  allow 
sunlight  and  air  into  the  crown,  main- 
taining a  proper  watering  schedule  and 
careful  monitoring  to  detect  early  signs 
of  insect  and/or  disease  presence. 

Early  detection  is  the  key  to  good  tree 
health  management,  as  quick  action  can 
be  taken  to  reverse  declining  health  and 
vigor. 

The  homeowner  and  landscape  profes- 
sional will  be  well  served  in  adopting 
this  prevention  concept  to  tree  mainten- 
ance. Costs  and  a  more  aesthetically 
pleasing  landscape  make  this  holistic  ap- 
proach an  idea  whose  lime  has  come!

The  skies  above  Potrero  Hill  are  getting 
noisier,  and  a  group  of  Parkview  Heigfits 
neighbors  is  trying  to  do  something  about 
what  they  charge  is  a  dramatic  increase 
in  airplane  noise  since  the  first  of  the 
year.  They  urge  neighbors  to  take  note 
of  the  times  you  hear  aircraft  and  call 
the  SF  Airport's  Noise  Abatement  Center 
at  876-2219  -  anytime,  day  or  night. 
They're  also  sending  -  and  urging  -  com- 
plaint about  the  airplane  noise  pollution 
to  Board  of  Supervisors  Clark  John  Tay- 
lor in  Room  235  at  City  Hall,  so  our 
elected  officials  can  be  urged  to  do 
something  about  the  problem. 


Potrero  Hill  has  again  been  discovered, 
and  is  prominently  displayed  on  a  just- 
released  map  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay  Area.  The  Hill's  places  of  reknown- 
the  Neighborhood  House,  Vermont  Street, 
McKinley  Square,  and  Showpiece  build- 
ings -  are  there,  along  with  -  towards 
the  west  -  The  Farm,  Theater  Artaud, 
Eureka  Theater,  and  General  Hospital. 
Publishers  Unique  Media  Inc.  of  Ontario, 
Canada  have,  of  course,  included  other 
well  known  landmarks  and  neighborhoods 
of  the  city  in  a  refreshing,  and  interest- 
ing map  lay-out.

mentary evidence  of  identity,  and  some- 
one born  outside  the  U.S.  needs  evidence 
of  current  U.S.  citizenship  or  legal  alien 
status. 

If  you  ever  become  aware  you  have 
more  than  one  Social  Security  number, 
you  should  contact  any  Social  Security 
office  right  away.  It  is  against  the  law 
to  use  someone  else's  number  or  to  give 
false  information  when  getting  a  number. 
Penalties  include  a  fine  or  jail  sentence 
or  both. 

It  is  a  good  idea  to  check  you  Social 
Security  record  every  three  years  or  so  to 
make  sure  that  earnings  are  being  correct- 
ly reported.  This  is  especially  true  if  you 
change  jobs  often.  A  free  form  -  SSA 
7004  -  is  available  for  this  purpose  and
